Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The term "near" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term 
"near" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining 
the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the 
scope of the invention. . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-3 (as understood) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamaguchi. 

Yamaguchi discloses a layout structure of a fuel pump of a motorcycle comprising a front 
wheel 2 suspended on the front side of a body frame, a rear wheel 2 suspended by a rear- wheel 
suspending part provided in a rear portion of the body frame, a fuel tank 4 attached in an upper 
portion of the body frame, an engine 3 attached in a lower portion of the body frame, a fuel 
injection valve provided on an intake side of the engine, and fuel in said fuel tank supplied to the 
fuel injection valve by a fuel pump 13, wherein the fuel pump 13 is attached to said body frame 
near said rear wheel suspending part, wherein said fuel pump is disposed in a fuel case 9, and 
wherein the fuel case 9 is attached to said body frame near said rear wheel suspending part. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. The cited references disclose motorcycle fuel pump systems.
